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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record does not describe of suggest applicants' invention set forth in claims 1-8 wherein 
a first semiconductor is formed, a first transparent electroconductor layer is formed on 
the first semiconductor layer, and a second semiconductor layer is formed such that the 
method comprises executing a passivation treatment on defects in the first 
semiconductor layer before the step of forming the second semiconductor layer. 
Similarly, prior art of record does not describe or suggest applicants' invention set forth 
in claims 9-20 wherein a second transparent layer is also formed on the second 
semiconductor layer and passivation treatments are carried out on the defects in the 
first semiconductor layer before the formation of the second semiconductor layer as well 
as on the second semiconductor layer. Finally, prior art of record does not describe or 
suggest the device of claim 21 wherein a semiconductor device comprises a substrate, 
a first semiconductor layer formed on the substrate and having defects on it, a first 
transparent electroconductive layer formed on areas other than the defective areas, and 
a second semiconductor layer formed on the first transparent electroconductive layer.
